A measure to re-enact the law to 
compel the payment of wages and 
authorizing the State Labor Bureau 
to act for the employed, has been of- 
fered by Senator Scott. The bill was 
prepared by Paul Scharrenberg of 
the State Federation of Labor. 

The former law recently was de- 
clared unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court on the ine that it 


would allow imprisonment for debt. 
The new bill merely calls for the fin- 
ing of violators up to $500. 

The measure also provides that if 
a man, discharged, or who resigns, 
is not paid within five days after he 
leaves the work, his wages shall re- 
sume at the old rate, until he is 
paid. In no case, however, will ko 
berable to collect more than three 
times the original amount.
